Tho redisricting mcasuro after
being amended by the Stridden bill
passed tho Scnato Friday with no
serious opposition. Tho only change
mado In tho Seventh district is tho
changing of Butler county to the
eleventh and leaving only Ohio and
Muhlenburg in this district. Tho
vote stood 23 to 11.

Voting for the bill were, Senators
. Antlo, Arnott, Boolcs, Brock, Combs,

Evans, Ford, Helm, Huffaker, Hunts-
man, Knight, Leach, Lewis, LI Urol I,

Montgomery, Rayburn, Robertson,
Rogers, Salmon, Spccr, Strlcklett,
Thompson, Trigg. Total 23.

Against tho mcasuro were Senators
frost, Glenn, Hlldrcth, Hiles, Moore,
Overstrcct, Peak, Sanders, Scott,
Taylor, Zimmerman. Total 11.

Tho bill passed was tho Strlcklett
substttuto offorcJ for tho original bill
and a number of amendments wcra
iijkpted.

By an amendment both Anderson
and-Carro- ll Counties were added to
the Twenty-fir- st District. An unsuc-

cessful effort to have Carroll County
taken from this district was made by
Senator Speer who said that under
tho arrangement tho borders of this
district extended to tho Ohio River
apd up Salt River, a distance of 100
miles.

Other amendments adopted 'put
Edmonson County in tho Nineteenth
Distrlct.Butler in the Eleventh Dis-

trict, Hancock in tho Eighteenth Dis-

trict, Bourbon county In tho Twenty-eight- h

District, Jessamine county In

tho Twenty-secon-d District, and Mar-

shall county in tho Thirteenth Dis-

trict.
Senator Scott proposed an amend-

ment, which was accepted, restoring
tho present numbers to tho districts.

WOMEN SHOW QRAVERY

WHEN LINER SINKS

SURVIVOR SAYS ONLY EXCITE
MENT OCCURED WHEN BOATS

WERE LOWERED.

London, March 7. Ralph Foster,
an American, and other survivors of
tho liner Maloja, Sunk by a mlno
Saturday night off Dover, upon ar-

rival in London, gave a vivid account
of tho disaster.

"I was promenading tho deck well
forward about 10:20 o'clock Sunday
morning," said Foster, "when I heard
a slight report. I thought it was a
gun firing a blank shot until I saw a
debris falling. Even tho concussion
had been so slight that I concluded
an accident must have happened to
somo other ship near by. -

"I rushed back Immediately to-

ward tho stern of the Maloja, but be-fo- ro

I had taken a dozen steps the
ship began to llst.and I started to-

ward tho lifeboat which had been
alloted to my cabin. It was so full
of people, most of them Lascars, that
I saw It was likely to be swamped, so
I went below for a life belt. I put on
my .overcoat and tho life belt, and
also took my passport.

"By this time hardly three minu-
tes after the explosion tho passage-
ways below were awash. I returned
to the lifeboat and tried to help shove
It clear. Two of the white crew of
tho steamer wero standing by to
lower tho boat, but only tho steward
and myself were making any efforts
to push it off from tho ship's side.
Wo could not get the boat clear of the
railing on account of the heavy list
of the Maloja.

"Everybody then piled out of the
lifeboat. Most of them slid across
tho deck and Into the water on the
other side. The deck was Inclined to
such a degree that we could not stand
I grabbed an oar and slid down the
deck into the water. The waves
were so strong that I could not swim
and was washed back against the
side of the ship.

"Finally, I managed .to reach a
capsized boat a few feet away and
crawled Into it. From there I could
see in the water near me several bod-

ies of persons who were bleeding
about the head. One Lascar was be-

ing ground between a lifeboat and
tho ship's side. A big swell washed
me off my Insecure perch. I knew
what would happen to me If I re-

mained on the side of the ship I was
on, so I managed to et to the other
side and clung to the railing until
only the davits were projecting out
of the water. I then pushed away
from the steamer and swam a few
yards to a boat that bad five or six
Lascars In It. When I looked around
the last davits of the Maloja had
disappeared.

"We had no oars and the waves
kept breaking over the boat. When
It began to sink we swam to another
capsized boat and clung there until
a boat from a destroyer took us off.

"When wo came alongside tho de-

stroyer I noticed that tho swells
seemed to bob us up and down for
12 feet. I looked at tho clock on
board tho destroyer and saw It was
11:30 o'clock.

"Tho only terror or excitement
shown aboard tho Maloja while they
wero trying to lower the boats was
on tho part of tho Lascars and some
children who had become separated
from their mothers. One child who
was on deck near tho point of the ex-

plosion was blown' to pieces, an off-

icer told mo.
"One thing which made an impres-

sion' on my mind .while I was clinging
to a capsized boat was a "Teddyl
bear," which was floatlng'about. The
coxswain of the boat which picked us
up rescued tho toy, saying, "I must
have that for my kid."

Foster said he was deeply Impress-

ed by the bravery of tho women and
the whlto crew of the Maloja, but
not by her Lascar crew.

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SHIPBUILDERS TORN

DOWN SUBMARINES

SURFACE SPEED OF 20 KNOTS
REQUmED CAUSES REJECTION

OF ORDERS.

" Washington, March 4". American
shipbuilders have declined to build
the two fleet submarines authorized
by Congress last year because of a
stipulation that the vessels shall have
a surface speed or twenty knots, Sec-

retary Daniels wrote Chairman Pad-
gett, of tho House Naval Committee,
today that he, had been unable to ob-

tain satisfactory bids and the only
alternative would be to construct the
submerslbles in navy yards,' upon
steam-drive- n designs.

"The department, however," the
letter says, "as at present advised,
does not favor steam-drive- n subma
rines, and feels that It was not re-

alized at the time of the passage of
the act that the, provisions for speed
would necessitate construction con-

taining this undesirable feature."
According to Naval officers, expert

in tho construction of submarines,
tho speed requirement of twenty
knots is impossible to attain. The
maximum speed of such craft, with
the most modern engine equipment,
they say, Is on an average) of less
than twenty knots and that can not
bo sustained long. Steam propulsion
would bo. required to give a substan-cl- al

speed, of twenty knots and this
is not believed to be fit for submarine
use.

Contracts for tho two vessels wero
opened recently. Only one bidder,
the Electric Boat Company, came
within the limit of $1,600,000 set for
each vessel. Its bid has been nulli-
fied by the department because it
could not meet the speed require-
ment. ' -

Secretary Daniels wants the money
reappropriated and submarines sim-

ilar to thoso of 'coast defense typo
built. These have proved their use
fulness, he says, and the larger'
craft are still in the experimental
stage.
